(War between the States) there 
lived In Hempstpad it well-known, 
character by the name of Nicholas 
Trammel!, known as "Old Nick 
Trammel!," ari exclusive, secretive 
Collow who hud no use for neigh- 
Iwrs or anyone whose eomliura and 
pings were secretive and myster- 
ious. He always appeared to have 
money and frequently {here wcru 
rumors he belonged to gangs of 
counterfeiters and horse-lhleve«, 
slave stealer and was & confedejv 
ate of John A. Mui'rell in the days 
when that notorious land-pirate 
was the terror Pi Southwest trav- 
elers. 


Just two miles south of Washing* 


ton Major Morrisoi) purchased lan^ 
from the government, built it J4*to 
one of the finest plantations iri tfle 
south. (This is the story about MaJ, 
Morrison, Old Niels TrarnmeU anfil 
the purchase of that land). 


At a point near the Little Mis- 


sourj river, Major Morrison enroute 


to purchase land from the govern 
ment office in Litlle Rock, was 
nccouolcd- by Old Nick Tram/noil 
who, it developed utter a talk, know 
the Major's mind ion and that he 
carried money to close the deal. 
After dispelling his fears that Old 
Nick was out to rob him, the Ma 
Jor admitted as much. 


Old Nick talked the Major Into 


swapping horses wilh him until ho 
returned from Little Kock simply 
Buying his horse would got Major 
there faster and although not re 
voullng his source, tiald someone 
else wanted that land and would 
beat rim to it without the swap. 


Sure enough, he made tho r 


rnuindcr uf the trip in record timu 
and hud just purchased thu land 
when a stranger came i» atid tried- 
to. buy jt and was angry when in- 
formed it was already sold, In 
fact he was so angry that Major 
Morrison stayed In Little ftock sev- 
eral days fearful of bodily harm 
aiong tho trail, lie finally returned 
with a largo party to Washington. 
Jt was never dlwclosed how Old 
Nick knew-about the proposed-pur- 
chase arid money1. 


Years passed and Old Nick farnr 


cd a spot on Red river between 
Ji'ulton and LewisvilJe.'a wild lonely 
place, where nobody penetrated but 
bear hunters. A Negro slave be- 
longing to Judge Thomas Hubbard 
of Washington ran away and had 
been missing over a year whpn 
some bear hunters stumbled into 
Old Nick's farm and one recogniz- 
ed tho slave. Jt was duly reported 
that Col. Eli^h Ferguson arrest- 
ed Old Nick and brougrt him to 
Washington where a heavy bond 
was fixed. Nobody expected 014 
Nick to make band. Put the crafty 
old fellow promptly called UPPA 
Major Morrison who promptly put 
up his bond to the astonishment of 
everyone/ Simply 9 case of a man 
returning a favor.
